King Names British Premlir. 
The premier or prime minister of 
Great BrRaiq.,j» nominated by the 
reigning sov^r^n, to form a cabinet 
and organize the government. The ap­ 
pointment of a premier docs not have 
to be confirmed by parliament, but no 
prime minister could carry on the 
government of the country for any 
length of time who did not possess 
the confidence of the house of com­ 
mons. 
He selects hie colleagues or 
othOr members of. the cabinet, and his 
resignation . dissolves the 
ministry. 
Members of the British house of lords 
hold their seats by virtue of her*■<ti­ 
ta rv rank and titles, some j>f which 
were conferred by sovereigns hundreds 
of years ago. 
Canada has no repre­ 
sentative in the British purllament. It 
has a parliament and government of 
its own with a governor general, ap­ 
pointed by the kltag of Great Britain.
